COLUMBUS, 0., March 6. 
Three bandits using sawed off 
shotguns today robbed the Co­ 
lumbus Savings bank, in the 
downtown section, of $30,000 in 
currency and escaped in a wait­ 
ing automobile. 
Forced to Open Safe. 
According to Manager Ben S. Dick* 
ion, the men rushed into the bank, 
cue of them vaulting into the tellers' 
compartment, brandishing a sawed-off 
shotgun, and forced the manager and 
four employes into a rear room, after 
Dickson had been forced to open the 
safe. 
The safe was then looted and the 
bandits made their getaway. 
The bank is the depository for the 
Pennsylvania cash payroll. 
After the bandits left, one of thef 
imprisoned employes attracted the afr 
tontion of outsiders by tossing an ink-’ 
well through a window upon the side­ 
walk.

A 12.600 payroll for a baking com­ 
pany already made up, was included In 
the loot. 
The employes are: L. F. Diodes. T.

This is the second daylight bank 
robbery in Columbus during the new 
year.

IN JAVA BLAST 


F i f t y Others 
Injured 
in Fireworks Factory 
Explosion. 


LONDON, March 6.—Twenty per­ 
sons were killed and 50 were injured 
in an explosion in a fireworks factory 
at Samarang, Java, said a Central 
News dispatch from Amsterdam today. 
A hundred houses were destroyed 
by the explosion, and scores of per­ 
sons buried in the debris.

th e E arly Diagnosis cam paign against the epread of 
tuberculosis.

by national, state arid local or­ 
ganizations in the M arch fight against the spread of 
the w hite plague, w hich bas been checked to a g reat 
•ste n t by reason of th e educational cam paign m ade 
possible through the sale of C hristm as health seals. 
"Stop! Ixiok! L isten !’* is the advice of Dr. M onger, 
who points out th at th e "all tired out" feeling Is one 
of the early sym ptom s of the disease. 
“If you know’ 
th at you arc not quite w ell but think you can ‘keep 
go!ny on your nerve,* yon m ay be going at express 
•peed tow ard a case of advanced tuberculosis,” says 
Dr. M onger. 
“D octors re p o rt th a t m ost p a re n ts who 
nome to them for tu berculosis exam inations are a l­ 
ready advanced In spite of the fact th at early discovery 
of the disease Is tho m ost im portant factor In 
its 
euro. 
E very advanced case was an early case once. 
E very early case, neglected, Is very likely to becom e 
mn advanced case. 
Stop tuberculosis before it stops 
your chances for cure.” 
T hanks to tile oo-operatlon of Red Cross and City 
F ederation of W om en’s Clubs with the board of health, 
m uch bas been done In E ast Liverpool to com bat the 
spread of the w hite p'agtie. 
Ami not the least of the 
factors In the worth while cam paign is the public h ealth 
Burse, whose salary is paid by the three units. 
And con­ 
tributions to the Red Cross arid health seal funds pro­ 
vide the m eans to carry on. 
H ow ever, w atchfulness alone of the city nurse will not 
prove effective. 
H ealth officials m ust have the co-opera­ 
tion of the public through consultation w ith the fam ily 
physician when the first, danger signals are observed. 
Only a careful exam ination by a trained physician can 
detect tuberculosis in Ifs earliest Mages. 
Let your doctor

It is a curse to anybody, infant or 
ad u lt, to p erm it th e rectum to be­ 
come a slave to c ath artics and o th er 
drugs.

— The horrors of Vimy Ridge and the I

tragic plight of George Allen Chisholm, 
Canadian World war veteran, when he J 
is brought, to trial for the slaying of j 
his two sons, George. 9. and Edgar, 7. 
his attorneys announced today. 
Chisholm, who confessed 
that he 
had hurled his two little sons into the 
Indiana Harbor shit) canal, being driv­ 
en to the act by the persistent “nag 
ping" of his conimon-law wife. was ar­ 
raigned yesterday In the city court 
at East Chicago, Iud., and pleaded “not 
guilty.’’ 
He waived preliminary hearing and 
was hound over to the grand Jury. Be­ 
fore the brief court session. Chisholm 
had appeared at tho coroner’s Inquest, 
but refused to testify. He fainted once 
during the proceedings. 
His attorneys declared that “shell 
shock” would form tho basis of their 
defense.

She killed him in a “blind rage” when 
he refused to drive h"r to Cleveland 
to an all-girl bridge party at the home 
of Miss Mabel Young, a stenographer. 
The frail blonde Velma weighs less 
than 110 rounds and how she was able 
to beat down ber six-foot 200-pound 
husband has been a subject of much 
discussion. Young West was a former 
football player and a splendid physical 
specimen. 
Yet the 110-nound Velma, 
according to her own signed confes­ 
sion. struck him with a claw-hammer 
and knocked him down four separate 
times. 
The killing, she declared, was unpre­ 
meditated. yet, after it was over she 
ouicklv changed her clothes, went to 
the kitchen and washed off traces of 
the blood on her bands. 
Then she 
jumned into her green roadster and 
went to the bri^Te nartv st Cleveland. 
Velma’s Story of Murder. 
Velma’s story of the murder, as told 
bv Sheriff Edward Rasmussen, who ob­ 
tained the confession from her, was 
suh°tantiallv this: 
“Edd’e and I ouarreled because be 
would not take me to the card nartv. 
He wanted me to stay at home. It was 
about 6 in the evening when we quar­ 
r e l . 
Sud^enV he struek me. 
“I saw the hammer lying there on 
the shelf. . . 
I had been putting up 
some dmneries th«t dav. 
I Just saw 
it. . . . So I rdoked it un and h*t h ’m 
with it. Ho fell down. Four times he 
struggled un and each time T hit him. 
And he fell again, once or twice. I’m 
not sure. Then he lav oulet I dMn’t 
want him to get un and come after 
me so I tied his bends behind bls back 
with wrapping cord, and I tied his feet 
together at 
the ankles. 
Then 
he 
seemed to come to himself so I rolled 
him ov«r and bit bim again on 
the 
bend wRh the hammer. A t last he lay 
atm. Then I threw a quilt over h*m. 
I changed mv dress. I went down- 
8ta»rs and took the car and (Trove of*" 
The greatest secrecy surrounded the 
reasons back of this unexpected de­ 
velopment. Among the explanations 
advanced was a widely circulated re 
port that certain persons of Influence 
in the community believe that the 
character of testimony that may be 
brought at the trial wou’d deal a black­ 
eye to Painesville and Lake county. 
Acceptance of the plea eliminated 
certain evidence in the possession of 
the state. 
This evidence included a signed

Velma wanted to know if she could 
go to the murder bungalow at Perry 
to obtain some of her personal belong­ 
ings before she is taken to the reform­ 
atory at Marysville to serve her sen­ 
tence. 
The sheriff held that matter 
in abeyance. 
Opinion hereabouts was that Velma 
never will serve the rest of her life in 
the reformatory.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The Nor­ 
ris-White 
resolution 
for a constitu­ 
tional amendment abolishing “lame 
duck” sessions of congress and chang­ 
ing the date of presidential inaugura 
Dons reached the floor of tho house 
today after a five year struggle by its 
backers. 
Passed by the senate in every con­ 
gress since 1923, bouse leaders have 
refused to permit its consideration on 
Hie floor until this session. Its adop­ 
tion is expected. 
Powerful forces, including both con­ 
servatives 
and 
progressives, 
wero 
leading the fight for tho resolution. 
Ratification by the states would make 
it the 20th constitutional amendment. 
Representative Burton (R.) of Ohio 
and Representative Garrett of Ten­ 
nessee. the Democratic floor leader, 
took the offensive in the first phase 
of the legislative battle, tho eranflng 
of a special rule for consideration. 
Both declared that the amendment 
was necessary to make congress morel 
responsive to the well of the people, 
by changing the date of presidential 
Inaugurations from March 4 to Jan, 
24 and sending congress into session 
on January 4 each year—two months 
after election. 
Under the present system, they 
pointed out, a congressman elected in 
November takes 
office 
tho 
next 
March 4 but does not actually enter 
congress until the next December. In 
the meantime the “short session” of 
congress is in action, including mem­ 
bers who have just been defeated at 
the polls. 
Opposition to the plan before the 
house was expected to come from two 
sources. Those favoring the original 
resolution of Senator Norris (R.) of 
Nebraska, objected 
to the substitu­ 
tion of the language of the resolution 
of Representative White (R.) of Kan­ 
sas In the senate measure. This would 
necessitate the measure going back 
to the senate. 
Another faction opposed the meas­ 
ure on the ground that “lame duck” 
sessions are good for the country. Rep­ 
resentative Merrit (R.) of Connecti­ 
cut, was among the leaders of these 
forces. 
“We ought not to amend the con­ 
stitution until evils appear,” he said.
